To Bake Best Whitewash. 

Perhaps the moat aought-for out- 
of-door wash is that used by our 
government lighthouse board, and 
has been found by experience to do 
on wood, brick and stone nearly 
as well as oil paint, and is much 
cheaper. 

Lighthouse whitewash—elske half 
a bushel of unslaked lime l»y pour¬ 
ing over it boiling water, keep it 
covered during the process.
